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Cleveland Museum of Art To Establish Northeast Ohio Art Exhibition 

Showcase to Replace Former ‘May Show ’ 

CLEVELAND (Jan. 28, 2003) — The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) Director Katharine 
Lee Reid announced today that planning is underway for the establishment of the Northeast Ohio 
Art (NOA) exhibition. 

The juried show would be held every three to four years at the Museum’s discretion, 
replacing the former May Show, which began in 1919 as an annual juried exhibition of works by 
Cleveland- area artists and was last held in 1993. 

According to Reid, “the Museum’s purpose in creating the NOA exhibition is to provide 
a new forum in which artists from throughout the area can show their work and receive both 
public exposure and critical review.” Works exhibited would not be sold during the show. 

Deputy Director of Collections and Programs Charles L. Venable says “that while the 
exact structure of the exhibition is now being developed, the Museum expects that its curators 
and guest curators will comprise the juries, and that entrants work may represent all media, with 
the Museum reserving the right to specify featured media in a given year.” 

“By showing contemporary work within the context of exceptional art from around the 
world,” Reid says, “we believe our visitors will come to understand that Northeast Ohio also has 
artists of great talent.”
